The rebels are certainly despairing of the success of their 
vile, rotten, and infamous cause, when, after destroying 
their cotton crop, devastating the earnings of a twelve¬ 
month with the ravages of the torch, as they behold the 
advancing movements of the Union army, they resort to 
the butchering and hanging of their negroes, because of 
their endeavor to escape from the domineering authority 
of rebel masters. Such savagery and slaughter of tbe inno¬ 
cent are actually carried into practice with the most 
unblushing and cold-blooded cruelty. Their slaves— 
human beings of color, and possessing the attributes of 
human nature—worn down and become threadbare under

Her engine is of 100 
horse-power, has an inverted cylinder, two boilers and six 
fires. She comes here for repairs, and will return to Hayti 
as soon as she has been rendered seaworthy. We haD- 
pened on board at the time the crew received their rations 
for snppcr. They were abundantly supplied with excel¬ 
lent. beef, and bread, and tea, and a jollier set of fellows 
we have seldom seen. The vessel was in excellent trim ; 
the decks were clean as a well-scoured dresser; there was 
a place for everything, and everything was in its place. 
The best order prevailed, and we were informed that the 
sailors understand thoroughly how to handle the vessel 
and how to manage the guns. The Twenty-second of 
December is an answer to some of the questions proposed 
by those who can see no good that comes from the negro 
Nazareth. Can the blacks take care of themselves? They 
manage to live on board that vessel as well as our men do 
in the best conducted ship in the navy. Can they fight’ 
Perhaps France can answer that question—at all events, 
they seem to understand the art of war, and they certainly 
have the implements of war. Are they willing to work"’

It may seem a violation of propriety for a woman 
to address the Chief Magistrate of the nation at a 
crisis so momentous as this. But if the Romans, ages 
ago, accorded to Hortensia tbe right of addressing 
the Senate on the subject of a tax unjustly levied on 
the wealthy ladies of Rome, surely an American 
woman of the nineteenth century need not apologize 
for pleading with the rulers of her country in behalf 
of the poor, the wronged, the cruelly oppressed. 
Surely the women of America have a right to inquire, 
nay, demand, whether their husbands,_ sons, and 
brothers are to be buried by thousands in Southern 
swamps, without obtaining thereby “ indemnity for 
the past and security for the future." 

In your Appeal to the Border States, you have 
declared slavery to be “ that without which the war 
could never have been,” and you speak of emancipa¬ 
tion as “ the step which at once shortens the war.' 
I would respectfully ask how much longer the nation 
is to wait for the decision of the Border States, pay¬ 
ing, meanwhile. $2,000,000 a day, and sending thou¬ 
sands of its best and bravest to be stabbed, shot, 
and hung by the rebels, whose property they are 
employed to guard. How much longer will pro¬ 
slavery officers be permitted to refuse obedience to 
the laws of Congress, saying, “ We shall continue to 
send back fugitives to their masters until we receive 
orders from tbe President to the contrary.” What 
fatal spell is cast over your honest mind, that you 
hesitate so long to give such orders ? Be not de¬ 
ceived ; God is not mocked. Neither nations nor 
individuals sin against His laws with impunity- 
Hear the old Hebrew Prophet, whose words seem as 
if spoken for us: “ Thou should’st not have Btood in 
the crossway to cut off those that did escape; neither 
should’st thou have delivered up those that did remain 
in the day of distress. For thy violence against tby 
brother, shame shall cover thee, and thou shalt be 
cut off forever. The pride of thine heart hath de¬ 
ceived thee, saying, who shall bring me down to the 
ground ? Though thou exalt thyself as the eagle, and 
though thou set thy nest aipong the stars, thence will 
I bring thee down, saith the Lord.” 

The American people have manifested almost mira 
culous patience, forbearance, and confidence in theii 
rulers. They have given incontrovertible proof tbai 
their intelligence, their love of country, may be trust 
ed to any extent. They are willing to sacrifice tbeii 
fortunes and their lives, but they very reasonably 
wish to know what they are sacrificing them for 
Men, even the bravest, do not go resolutely aud 
cheerfully to death in the name of diplomacy and 
strategy. The human soul, under such circum¬ 
stances, needs to be lifted up and sustained by great 
ideas of Justice and Freedom. 

President Lincoln, it is an awful responsibility be¬ 
fore God to quench the moral enthusiasm of a gener¬ 
ous people. It wastes thousands of precious lives, 
causes an unutterable amount of slow, consuming 
agony, and tarnishes our record on the pages of his¬ 
tory. Again I respectfully ask, how much longer we 
are to wait for the Border States, at such tremen¬ 
dous cost and with such a fearful risk? When * 
criminal is on trial, it is not deemed prudent to try 
by a jury who are interested in tbe crime. Slavery 
is on trial, and the verdict is left to slaveholders it' 
tbe Border States. The report of their majority 
shows them to be slaveholders in heart and spirit 
The process of reasoning and entreaty has been very 
properly tried with them, and tbe people of the free 
States have waited long and patiently for some obvi 
ous good result. They are getting restive; very 
restive. Everywhere I hear men saying: “ Our 
President is an honest, able man, but he appears to 
have no firmness of purpose. He is letting the coun¬ 
try drift to ruin for want of earnest action and a 
consistent policy.” This is not the utterance of any 
one class or party. It may be heard everywhere; 
by the wayside, in the cars, and at the depots. Nor 
can I deny that some speak with less moderation. 
Shall I tell you what I said when cold water was 
thrown on the spark of enthusiasm kindled by the 
brave, large-hearted Gen. Hunter? I exclaimed, 
with a groan, “ Oh, what a misfortune it is to have 
an extinguisher instead of a Drummond Light in our 
watchtower, when the Ship of State is reeling under 
such a violent storm, in the midst of sunken rocks, 
with swarms of unprincipled wreckers everywhere 
calculating on the profit they may derive from her 
destruction.” The crew are working at the pumps 
with manly vigor and almost superhuman endurance. 
They look out upon a prospect veiled by dense fog, 
and their cry is, “ Oh 1 God, let us know whither we 
are driving. Give us a clear, steady light to guide 
us through the darkness of the storm.” 

I trust you will not deem me wanting in respect 
for yourself or your high position, if 1 say franklj 
that you seem to trust too much to diplomatic and 
selfish politicians, and far too little to the heart oi 
the people. You do them wrong, irreparable wrong, 
by stifling their generous instincts, and putting an 
extinguisher on every scintillation of moral enthusi¬ 
asm. Are you not aware that moral enthusiasm is 
the mightiest of all forces ? It is the fire which pro¬ 
duces the steam of energy and courage, and the mo¬ 
tion of all the long train of crowded cars depends bn 
its expansive power. In the name of our suffering 
country, for the sake of a world that needs enfran¬ 
chisement, I beseech you not to check the popular 
enthusiasm for freedom ! Would that you could 
realize what a mighty power there is in the heart ol 
a free people 1 No proclamations, no speeches, have 
stirred it to its depths, as did the heroic and kindl) 
Gen. Banks, when he gave tbe weary little slave girJ 
a ride upon his cannon. I hail the omen of that sul- 
fering little one riding to freedom on the cannon ol 
the United States. It is impossible to estimate the 
benign, far-reaching influences of such an action. 
They cannot be arranged in statistics, and will there 
fore be neglected by political economists. They can¬ 
not be bought up for electioneering purposes, and 
therefore men called statesmen attach no importance 
to them. But they will run through all the patterns 
of our future, though history will be unable to trace 
to their origin in the web those golden threads that 
here glow in the heart of a flower, and there light 
up the eye of a bird. Gen. Banks was not aware oi 
the magnetism in that simple act ot humanity. It 
owed its magnetic power to the fact that “ what 
within is good and true, he saw it with his heart.'’' 
And so it wakened a responsive thrill in other kindly, 
generous hearts, who all remembered the words. 

Inasmuch as ye did it unto the least of these, ye 
did it unto me.” Such potency was there in it, that 
it proved an Ithuriei’s spear to disguised forms of 
selfishness and treason. When it touched the toads 
they started up devils. 

In thus entreating you to trust to the impulses of 
the people, I by no means overlook the extreme diffi¬ 
culties ot your position. I know that the pro-slavery 
spirit of the laud is a mighty giant, characterized by 
unscrupulous selfishness and exceeding obstinacy. 
But I also know that all the enthusiasm is on the 
side of freedom. Despotism has its ugly Caliban 
of obstinate pride always at work for mischief. But 
enthusiasm is the swift and radiant Ariel, always 
prompt in the service of freedom. These two agents 
are in active competition. Choose which of them 


But I cannot perceive why there is more inhumanity 
in a black man fighting for bis freedom than in a 
white man fighting for the same cause. Doubtless 
long years of oppression has brutalized many of the 
slaves, and darkened their moral sense almost as 
much as it has that of the slaveholders. If, wearied 
out with their long waiting in vain for help, am 1 
goaded by the increase of their sufferings, they 
should resort to insurrection, indiscriminate cruelty 
might be the result. But this danger would be 
averted by organizing them under the instruction 
and guidance of officers who would secure their con¬ 
fidence by just treatment. They are by nature do¬ 
cile, and have been trained to habits of obedience. 
There seems no reason to apprehend that their pas¬ 
sage through any district would be accompanied 
with more devastation than that of other troops. 
As for bravery, they would be stimulated to it by 
the most powerful motives that can act on human 
nature; the prospect of freedom on the one hand, 
and the fear of falling into their masters’ power on 
the other. 

I need not speak of emancipation as a measure ot 
policy. Enough has been said and written to prove 
that enlightened self-interest requires it at our hands. 
But there is one aspect of the question which seems 
to me very important, though generally overlooked. 
I mean the importance of securing the confidence of 
the slaves, of making them feel secure of their free¬ 
dom, if they serve the United States. One of tbe 
“ contrabands ” at Fortress Monroe said : “ We want 
to work for the United States ; but we can’t work 
with heart, because we feel anxious about what the 
United States means to do with us when the war is 
over.” I often see suggestions about impressing the 
negroes and compelling them to work for us. Last 
night’s paper states that orders have been given to 
employ them in some of the camps, and to pay 
wages to those of them who are free. In the name 
of justice, what right have we to force slaves to 
work without wages ? What right have we to re¬ 
cognize slaves in persons working for the United 
States? Have we gone so far in this struggle, with¬ 
out learning yet that heart-labor is of infinitely more 
value than compulsory labor ? it is our duty, as well 
as our best policy, to deal justly and kindly by 
the poor fugitives who toil for us, and to stimulate 
their energies by making them feel secure of their 
freedom. Your word, officially spoken, can alone 
do this. So long as you delay to utter it, one officer 
will scourge them and send them to their masters to 
be again scourged, while another will protect them. 
The poor creatures, whose minds are darkened by 
ignorance and perplexed'by their masters falsehoods 
about the Yankees, become completely bewildered, 
and know not whom to trust. Their simple declara¬ 
tion, “We want to work for the United States, but 
we can’t work with heart,” seemed to me very signi¬ 
ficant and pathetic. Is not the heart -service of these 
loyal thousands too valuable to be thrown away ? 
If their masters, in desperation, should promise them 
freedom as tbe reward for fighting against us, they 
would doubtless accept the offer as the best bargain 
they could make; because, alas, they have been 
unable to find out what the United States means to 
do with them. What candid person could blame 
them for such a course ? Should not we do the 
same under similar circumstances ?

In view of it, can you 
still allow the officers of the United States to lash 
i hem at their pleasure and send them back to their 
masters, on the plea that the President has given no 
orders on the subject ? Shall such officers go unre¬ 
buked, while Gen. Hunter is checked in his wise and 
humane policy, and when the great, honest soul of 
Gen. Phelps is driven to the alternative of disobey¬ 
ing the convictions of his own conscience, or quitting 
the service of his country? If you can thus stifle 
the moral enthusiasm of noble souls ; if you can 
thus disappoint the hopes of poor, helpless wretches, 
who trust in you as the appointed agent of their 
deliverance, may God forgive you 1 It will require 
infinite mercy to do it. 

I can imagine, in some degree, the embarrassments 
of your position, and I compassionate you for the 
heavy weight of responsibility that rests upon your 
shoulders. I know that you are surrounded by 
devils that have squeezed themselves info the dis¬ 
guise of toads. I pray you to lose no more time in 
counting these toads and calculating how big a devil 
each may contain.

I 
have been impelled to write this because night and 
day the plaintive song of the bondmen resounds in 


is this a restoration of the old Union, in which 
there is neither the consent of the people, nor their 
old political usages, but in which the government, by 
its rightful authority, determines the position of States, 
the liberty of the people, and their whole political 
status ? This is not restoration. It is reconstruction.' 
Since tbe only issue between the North and South is, 
the government at Washington; since the govern¬ 
ment will be obliged at every step to overcome rebel¬ 
lion, by vindicating its authority by force, disputing 
with Southern slaveholders who shall wield each 
law, every tax, every election, each Court, Legislature, 
is it not plain that there is to be a total overthrow 
of the local sovereignty and civil independence until 
they are subordinate to the General government ? 

These are not theories. They are pacts. Five 
years ago and the United States government could 
not meddle with the arms of a citizen in New Orleans, 
with the transfer of his property, with the freedom of 
the press, with the ballot-box. But now all these 
are under the control of the Federal government. 

Since, then, the old Union is de facto ceased, and 
all the local rights lapsed by rebellion to the hands 
of the government, and it is to reconstruct the Union, 
would it be stretch of authority in the government so 
to reconstruct it as to insure its perpetuity by purg¬ 
ing out all possible cause of future discord ? The 
President has the authority. He is exercising it 
every day. All that we ask is, that he will look 
FORWARD and not BACKWARD ; that he will 
consider the nation of the future and not mere prece¬ 
dents in the past. There is very little behind, in the 
history of slavery, that we can use except as a waru- 
ing. The compromises of the Constitution have been 
the fruitful causes of all our woes. The compromises 
with slavery at every step for half a century have 
been but running in debt to war. We are now hav- 
inga fiery settlement. 

We must look to the future for the true history of 
this great nation. Wehave begun ourmarch toward 
it. Shall we go rolling and quarrelling down upon 
the plains of the West with a fierce intestine war of 
slavery and liberty—or shall the government, by the 
power inherent in it, by the Constitution, at one blow 
rid iis of slavery, and leave us to carry a wide front 
of civilization, liberty, and religion over all the great 
outlying continent ? It will require no more force to 
destroy slavery and rebellion together, than each 
will require separately. To put down rebellion first, 
and attend to slavery afterwards, is letting two ser¬ 
pents uncoil, that may as well be stricken through 
with one blow-— H. W. Beecher, in The Independent.

Much has been said concerning the inhumanity of 
rming the blacks. All war is necessarily inhuman. 


With an apprenticeship of seventy-five years this 
nation has come to the rank of a first-class Power. 
Other nations waited many hundred before reaching 
'hat position which we take in our extreme youth. 
For we are young. The hair yet curls in our neck, 
and not a lock is gray. All our life is before us. 
What the great future shall be, is of more importance 
than any other question that can be put to the under¬ 
standing and conscience of this people. 

There lies the continent before us. Shall one 
tongue be spoken between the two oceans ? Shall one 
Constitution span the continent like a heavenly arch, 
out of which liberty shall shine like the sun by day 
and the stars by night? Shall this grand nation, 
instinct with Christian truth, come to its patrimony 
full of health, strength, and virtue ? 

Or, shall we reel into the future (as spendthrifts, 
broken down by dissipation, come to their shattered 
estates) to find it mortgaged to slavery ? 

The evils of slavery to the slave are the least part 
of its mischief. It is a corrupter of agriculture ; 
greedy of soil, and unable to repair its wastes. It is 
an enemy of mechanic arts, choosing to import, its 
wares, rather than teach slaves the dangerous skill 
that would make them intelligent manufacturers. 
Labor is the poor man’s Magna Charta. Slavery 
puts a stigma upon work, and proves itself an enemy 
of a common people. It degrades them by withhold¬ 
ing schools. It corrupts them by contact with slaves 
who', in borrowing blood of white men, pay back in 
vices and degradation. It chokes up the channels of 
society with an ignorant, shiftless, stagnant white 
population. It breeds a class of politicians whose 
temper and political ideas are hostile to the very 
spirit of republican liberty. It is not possible for a 
generation of statesmen and politicians springing 
from vigorous slave-breeding communities, to favor 
the great elements of popular liberty. 

There is a radieal discord between liberty and 
slavery ; not alone in abstract idea and principle, 
but in all their workings out into institutions, econo¬ 
mies, policies: in all politics, industries, morals, 
intelligence, they are not only opposed but oppugnant. 
They not only will not live peaceably together, but 
they cannot. And shall this nation march on toward 
its great future distracted, divided, carrying a line of 
lava and a perpetual eruption where the free and 
slave institutions meet? Or, shall liberty prevail 
and rise upon all tbe continent with endless benefi¬ 
cence ? Shall slavery, seceded from the nation, take 
possession of the lower tier of States, and the vast 
(erritortes westward of Texas, and pour out its 
devastations there ? 

It is this future that gives all its importance to the 
present. Compared with this grand future, all par¬ 
ties, all policies, all Generals and Presidents, are but 
as shadows 1 For the sake of a glorious future, of 
harmonious free institutions, we are willing to give 
wealth, time, labor, suffering, and life itself. 

Now, we respectfully submit to the President, 
whether there is any possibility of restoring the Union 
of these States as it was. For nearly two years, ten 
States have, in fact, been separated from this govern¬ 
ment. No United States Judge sits in any Court of 
these revolted States. No member from them has 
appeared in Congress for nearly two years. No 
United States mail travels an inland mile among 
them. They have their own government and army. 


to the sower and bread to the eater: so shall my word be 
that goeth forth out of my mouth : it shall not return to 
me void, but it shall accomplish that which I please, and it 
shall prosper in the thing whereto I sent it,” 

In all times men who look upon the outward world 
are prone to misjudge the real force which they see at 
work in it, and perhaps more so now than ordinarily. 
The putting forth of brute force, the wielding of wea¬ 
pons by tbe strong muscle, and the well constructed 
machine, men are apt to imagine are those things upon 
which they may rely: but the real power of the uni¬ 
verse is not there. The old prophet had set forth 
where the power is which might be safely trusted. 
It is “ the word ” which is to do the world’s work 
after all; or, to use words which we often hear, it is 
“ the power of an idea." Mere brute force is nothing 
but a manifestation of the spirit which lies behind. 
Yet there were from time men who saw this truth. 
The most ancient writer whose works we had, attri¬ 
buted creative power to the word. “ God said, Let 
there be light, and there was light.” And a more 
modern writer, borrowing from the old Grecian phi¬ 
losophy, taught that all things came into being through 
the action of the word, “fin the beginning was the 
word,” etc. Language, which grows out of man’s 
experience and observation,expresses knowledge and 
power by the same simple monosyllable: “ Can ” is 
to know. The word of truth is mighty because it is 
the expression of that which is almighty. The power 
of the universe is spirit. This is the real force of the 
universe. We move the locomotive along the iron 
track by the force of steam, or rather heat or electri¬ 
city, which we direct. We talk of centrifugal and 
centripetal forces, and of gravitation binding the 
spheres in their orbits : but what is gravitation ? Is 
it anything less than the action of spirit upon mat¬ 
ter ? We conclude therefore that the power in which 
we may trust is that which finds its expression in the 
word of divine truth. We call it physical power 
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when it takes certain forms. The word of divine 
truth is destined to accomplish whereto it is sent 
because it is the vehicle of the power which controls 
the universe ; because it is, as far as it goes, the rev¬ 
elation of ike divine idea or purpose. He who has 
the truth has Omnipotence to back him. He who is 
guided by the divine word acts in accordance with 
Omnipotence ; he gathers up in his hand so much of 
the divine power as the truth, which he has taken 
hold of, represents. 

The divine power never works spasmodically, as in 
some miraculous exercise. To be sure, miracles are 
all around us; but a miracle, in the sense in which 
some men use it, the speaker had not been able to 
see. A miracle, in such a sense, was to him a con¬ 
fession of weakness, a want of foresight. He looked 
for it in no capricious outbreak. Omnipotence is 
governed by law. It is almighty power working 
in the track of infinite wisdom. Moral power is 
the highest power. Omnipotence is only another 
name for omniscience. Truth being the revelation 
of the divine plan, so far as we strike truth, we 
strike the plan of the divine action. You must get 
hold of truth if you would move men. Here we 
are in this spiritual universe, of which the natural is 
only the outside garment, subject to the spiritual law, 
the revelation of which we call truth. 

Tbe mechanic in making a machine must obey the 
laws of mechanics. Steam must act according to the 
laws ot steam. Our rulers think, in governing a 
nation, they can despise God’s word. This they call 
expedieqpy and policy ; putting statecraft and expe¬ 
diency in the place ot right; and so they go stum¬ 
bling along in darkness, until God smites the pinna¬ 
cles of their pride and lays their national prosperity 
in the dust. 

The physical law is only another utterance of the 
same great truth. God speaks to us now in the sun¬ 
shine, and in the mild breath of spring; now launch¬ 
ing the index of hia intelligence in his lightning bolt, 
and writing the red letters of his law on the sides of 
the burning mountain. 

God’s w old is only so much of the revelation of 
the great plan by which God made the universe. 
The world’s whole history is an illustration of the 
truth which the speaker set forth. What do we 
mean by “ the power of an idea!' but that the word 
of God shall accomplish that whereto it is sent? 

The speaker gave illustrations ot the power of 
ideas in building up different torms of society, be- 
i ginning with the earliest, or patriarchal, and going 
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
